The House of 'Commons oiight not to 

require any apology for self-delence, anil 
does not ask any apology. Its members 
are sutiicienlly acquainted with the merits 
of a defensive altitude in dealing with one 
another. You don't suspect your neighbor 
of wishing to insult you, but he will like 
you all the better for wishing to be respected, 
and even !i little feared. If you build a 
strong party-wall between your own house 
and your nei;^!ibor's, it is not because you 
suspect him of a design to defraud an insur- 
ance company, or think his house more than 
commonly inflammable. It is enough for 
you that, should he happen to catch fire, 
you wi II be in some danger. If you raise 
walls and aorttonn between your gardun and 
liis, you simply wish li) spare him all tempt- 
ation to an illicit curiosity. Indeed, hiilf 
the apparalusofcivilizalion is protietivc, and 
even exclusive. S ) Lord Pal merslon was 
simpiv resting his application on the ordi- 
nary anil palpable merits of the case when 
h.-- last tiigiit a.-ked ihe House for two mil- 
lions 10 be immediately raised by Term. lia- 
ble Aniiuilies and spent «itbiii a year on 
our fortitinalions. Ttiere was no occasion 
lor reserve. The utmost frankness was due 
to the lloose, and nothing less to any neigh- 
bor, far or near. Lord Faiinerston meant 
nothing more than that with hundred 
thousand men umler arms or on furlniinii, 
within sight of our shores, aided by u Heel 
almost equal to our own, both wholly unne- 
cessary for defence, nnd wielded by the 
changeable government of an excitable peo- 
ple, we have to look to ourselves. We don't 
wish to be at the meri^y of anything slronuer 
than ourselves, and not able to answer lor 
its own actions Such a power nuiy n.it 
BVon wish to subdue us, but it may be ur-^eil 
on by its own passions, and even by the 
follies of our own reprnjentatives and agent-, 
to humble our pride, to do n." crmsideralile 
damage, to ile.stroy our :irsen:ih, or hiy our 
metropolis under ransom. Whatever has 
been done or even aliempled against France 
herself, she may naturally wish to retaliate, 
and this alone would bo a reason for sulfici- 
enl defence. Lord I'alinerstori puts the 
ease with all the feeling of the generous 
• rival who takes pleasure in coiilernplaliMg 
the stalwiirt form and sinewy fid)ri(\ ol lh>> 
foe with whom he is about lo measiin; him- 
aelf, We have an antagonist wonliy id our 
selves; let us, then, be worthy of hini. A 
few years back we were quite at Ihe mercy 
of Fiaiifc, so slack had we grown. It did 
us no good. Out of that slai-kiiess of ours 
iias arisen a preposterous ambition to beat 
Its even on our own element. What we am 
now doing is to make up for arrears; and 
heavy as the estimates for these arrears 
may seem. Lord Palmerston shoWs that 
they are not more than other countries are 
paying. 

With some little abatement, Lord Talmor- 
ston adheres to the reoommendaiion ol the 
Commissioners, and proposes that the works 
ha iinmedialely commenced. The niagni- 
ude of any conceivable plan for the du- 
t"nce of the metropolis is a sullicionl rea- 
fson for its omission from any programme, 
oipecially if it has lo pass tliiiiugh the 
Houso of Commons. Perhaps, therefore, it 
was unneoessary that Lord I'almersion 
ahould commit himself to the mililnry opin- 
ion that Ihe proper defence for a large me- 
fropoli.i is an ai;Tiy in the lield. A lur,; • 
army has not always been able to save a 
lOetropolis, oven undo: favorable circnm- 
stanoei; fur, if it happens lobe beaten, it 
must make good its relreal, whether a iiiii- 
tropoiiN be behind it or not. liiil, as was 
rdiuwii last night, Ihe eniuny might land u 
large ntniy, an<l wo imniit cluuK'n to have 
only a nmnll one, and tlion that winild cer- 
tainly happen wliich usually liappuiis under 
such eiroumstaiicos. However tajs may be, 
we are only to proceed on the basil of our 
•xiiliag defences, throwing out our aims to 



meet the longer arms of the possible inva- 
der. It.is only the logical conseiiuenee of 
what we are doing already, and have b<'.en 
doing 80 for these four hundred years. The 
House of Commons can no more object to 
adapting our defences to the "st improve- 
ments ill the art of attack than it could in 
former days to sub.slilute guns for orossbo.ws 
and earthworks for stone walls. The single 
case of the Isle of Wight is conclusive as 
to the necessity of marching with the times. 
We have occasionally weather so settled in 
what we are pleased to call our variable 
climate that a steam fleet might cross from 
Cherbourg in the course of the night and 
land a force in that isle sufficient to over- 
power such troops as they might find in 
It. In a few hours it would be able to bring 
guns to bear with fatal effect on the ship- 
ping at Spilhead, and even on Portsmouth. 
The art of destruction is not only improved ; 
it is slill improving, insomuch that before 
wehave armed ourselves, at immense cost, 
with ono kind of gun, another has been dis- 
covered which promises to be belter ; and 
there are absolutely no bounds lo the power 
of ordnance. What wo hear every day at 
Shocbury; ess, and what we saw ihe other 
day at Wimbledon, aresufiicient to warn us 
lo keep Ihe enemy further from our butts, if 
these butts happen to be dockyards anil ar- 
senals containing our navy and the material 
of its construction and repair. 

No one would desire the neces.sary im- 
provement of our defences lo bo Ihe vvijrk of 
a Minister, taken upon trust by a confitlent 
Parliament, for better or for worse. We all 
share with Mr. Bright his laudable an.viely 
to take an intelligent part in this momen- 
tous undertaking. Even after Lord Palmer- 
slori's very frank exposition, and after Mr. 
Sidney Herbert's lucid slatemenl of parlicu- 
lars, it was not to be expected lluit ihe 
House shouhl accept at oneo the Resolution 
laid before it. True, every member had a 
copy of Ihe Report, of which the Resolution 
protesses to be the sum ; true, too, every 
member had probably miide up his mind ; 
but there is a decency in ihcee things, arid 
Itie British Legislature is especially coy in 
its deference lo the ai!rnini.-.tr:ilive power. 
A week is given for deliberaiion, unci iliat 
week may be turned lo some purpose. We 
would fain hope that the delay will not be 
productive of the usual oondequenoes. If 
iive hundred irulepeiulenl minds are lo study 
the Rep.irl of the DeltMice Ci)niiiii.-sinii with 
110 other wish lliari lo arrive at |ieib'C-tly 
original and incompatible coiii ln.sion-i, and 
to ail upon them, at whatever n.-k. w liy, 
then the Report will only add tiif iimre 
layer to the nionniiieiital |iile. A certain de- 
gree of submi.-sion. or at least co-operation, 
IS iiece.ssary when llie public salety is in 
queslion. It is n, ,t cvcryla.Jy ^^ !iu know - 
liow to attack a lurl. or liow to (■oiisinii'i 
one ; so we must defer to authoriiy, what- 
ever its value. One thing is very conclu; 
t,v(. — the French find their works at Cher- 
bourg, Ton Inn, and t.dsewhere, ci)lii.''-^al as 
are tUoir seale and their cosl. tolally une- 
qiial to llie im rtMied powers ol modern ar» 
tillery. They are tl'.erefore driven lo Ihe 
coiir.se recoiriineiuleil by our own Commis- 
.loiiers — ailvaiiciiig Iheir deiences to meet 
itie longer raiiye ot the enemy's gUns. We 
can do noihing less with our own much less 
eilicieiit Koriilications. 

H.^SKKiis Opposeb to Accommodation 
l^iij.s. — A meeliiii; ot the cn'diior.s of 
Sireallield, Lawrence & .Morli itiiirc. b'.iilier 
ami hide laclors, hail been held in London. 
The proceedings excited the greatest inter- 
est. It appears that Iho ascertained liabili- 
ties aiti'iiint lo £714,4)8, while ihn assets 
are estimated nn paper al £21 1, 1 10. The

Public Printing. 



We have from time to time alluded, in 
one shape or another, to the publio printing 
of the colony. We wish to bririg the sub- 
ject still mare prominently before the pub- 
lic. Our chiei ohject is to insure economy 
in that brancii of ths public expenditure as 
well as in others. Anil besides, we wish 
the principle to bo established that it must 
b) given out by public contract to the iowe.'st 
responsible biddei. As tlie matter ha 
isted, and still does exist, it has not been so 
much an object to get the., printing done 
well and cheaply, as to use the public 
printing to suppoit a press that in tain 
would support the govern inent. , 

We contend that the principle of subsidi- 
zing a press to publish a certain 'sot of poli- 
tical doctrines, is a bad one. If such is dune, 
then when the nums so spent are voted it 
should be distinctly understood that they 
were to be devoted to that special object, and 
not voted fairly', and aftorw.irds gninted sur- 
reptitiously. For instance cuiisiderable 
moneys have been spent in public printinp; 
iu this colony. It has been given to a paper 
called the Victoria Gazelle. Now no one 
that knows that sheet would for a uioinent 
have cv'.ir thought of giving a dime for its 
support. For it is a journal so entirely 
without ability, weight, or iniiuence; a non- 
descript sheet in which evea the govern- 
ment party itself has no confidence; that 
it is a mere waste of dollars .aod cents 
without in any manner benefitting ,the 
government, but too often calls ilow'n' on 
it reproach where it should bare command- 
ed applause. Had it been slated plainly to 
the members when the estimates were 
voted, that £700 were to be given to support 
a party paper, who is there who would have 
dared to mention the Gazelle ! Even the 
most incorrigible in the government ranks 
would have blushed to have fathered such 
a stupid bantling. Still we find that those 
who dare not openly espouse the cause of 
feeding the abortion, on government pap, 
have done it clandestinely. 1 ake, if you 
please, the printing of bills for the House. 
We have geod authority for stating that 
these bills were printed at the QaztUe office 
twenty per cent, higher than they could 
have been done eitiewhere. Taking that 
rate, therefore, as the standard at which the 
£100 for public printing is to be expended, 
WQ find that there is a clear loss to the colo- 
ny of XI 40. 

We put it to any reasonable person, is 
there anything like fairness, justice, (jr 
economy in giving out the public printing 
to a party sheet in which the country has no 
coiitideiice. — and in giving out tliat printing 
at £700, when it can be done more speedily 
for X.')0() ! There can be but one ofiinion on 
the subject, that is atlverse to the operation, 
aii4 coiideinnaiory of the principle of sup- 
porting an apology for a newspaper by gov- 
ernment subsidies, But who are the par- 
ties who have been fingering the public 
tnoney to keep alive the Oazettet Would 
it be strange if two or three gentlemen in 
the Assembly were newspaper owners ! 
There have been such persons in other 
Legislatures ; why not hero ? It is true that 
a limb of the law, who jilays on tlie reform 
fiddle, is opposed to editors getting into the 
Assembly. But wo ask how wonhl it be 
wore roporlors there ! What diderence is 
then! between diminutive slatesmon whojato 
botch editors and /»o(iii Jide propri(!tor.-t, and 
tlioHo who openly make the conduct of a 
news|)a|)er their prolession '. Possibly the 
former could be allowed in the Assembly, 
and the laller illegally excluded ? Perhaps 
such editors and proprietors have at some 
time reoeived an intimation of the concern 
losing seven or eight hundred dollars ; and 
then suddenly the sheet coliapsed. Would 
it be my way strange if suob a olois of pro* 
prietors' wetra io ooDnebtlon with the (?a- 
zeUs? Even the Grand Scribes of the Sultan 
might be a patron of such a sheei, and stu. 
dioiiuly dniu out the mental M wull as 
niolallic pap ; and occasionally the doggoroj 
Muses init^lit overixiwer tliem to the tune of 
" Tlio liuiile of Ksquinialt." 

IliiWi'Viir llic\ oracle iiiiiy bo worked llicni 
iw llie nakml laol, that the public printing is 
(lone twenty per i:iHit hi(;h(.-r than it ought to 
be, What iH more — the people have to pay 
it; and puy it to Iho Uuiclte. What uui 

pkpsri luppoitid for ? Oortklnlyj npt lo 



show their regard for the public weal by 
extracting twenty per cent more from the 
treasury than the market prioe. Compare 
the course of the Colonist with the Gazette. 
We'oould have had the publio printing had 
we wanted it on the government terms. 
But we refused except we obtained it on 
the simple grounds of doing it in the best 
style and cheaper than anv one else. In 
fact, we offered to print in the Colonist all 
the laws, proclamations and advertisements 
fitf 'bpth colonies without its costing either 
government one cent. Yet we possess the 
Governor's answer, through the Colonial 
Secretary, refusing to accept our proposi- 
tion. What conclusion can bo drawn from 
such refusals ? Was the money to be kept 
to support a sheet like the Gazette when we 
oflered to do it for nothing ? Any one may 
draw what conolusiqps they please. 

But the Colonial Secretary, during the 
correspondence respecting our offer to prin- 
the advertisements, etc., fornofAtng, asked 
us to tender for printing a Oovtmment Gaz- 
elle. We agreed to tender, if every other 
printing office had an equal chance to put in 
thoir tenders, and not without, and have 
them opened in the presence of all concern- 
ed ; and let the lowest responsible bidder 
do the printing. 

One might have naturally supposed that 
either our offer to print the ndvertisemonts 
for nothing, and thus save the cost of a 
GovEP.NME.MT Gazette at X'200 or £300 a 
year: or our manly offer to take our chance 
for the public printing, with other establish- 
ments, would have been accepted. Yet 
neither were aooepted.;- Both, by the Gov- 
ernor's orders were politely refused last 
spring. But where has the money been 
spent! Has not ^he Gazette done the job 
printing? Does it not do it 20 per cent 
higher than we would harodonoit? This 
then is the sheet that professes to be a pub- 
lic journal. If it is, its practical example of 
public ooonomy render it unworthy of the 
character of a tribune of the people. 

Were there not a principle at stake dear 
to every lover of fair play, and favorable to 
public economy, we would never have ob- 
trutled our negotiations with the government 
about printing on public attention. Our 
offer of gratuitous advertising, and our ulti- 
matum only to tender when all had an equal 
chance with ourself, must, however, prove 
the disinterested devotedness of the Colon- 
ist to the public welfare, and "raise it im- 
measurably above all such trucklers for 
patronage as the Victoria Gazette; and in 
contending for public printing to be given 
to ttie luivesi responsible bidder, we believe 
that we sustain the views of the country, — 
which cannot but profit. hy it.

allow them to choose their own steward and j j^^W ADVEETISEMENTS. 
their own eatables. This would certainly 
bean improvement on the present system, 
which compels the men to eat what is set 
before them or go without. Besides, we be- 
lieve they would ,be able to live much 
better and cheaper than heretofore ; and oou- 
sequenily be enabled to lay by money for 
clothes and other necessaries— an opportu- 
nity not now afforded them — and all com- 
plaints of bad or insufficient food would 
cease. 

The chief of police, too, should be a man 
of brains, of uniloubied courage and probity, 
and possessed of some capacity for ferreting 
out evil-doers. He should have full charge 
of the department (subject to the direction 
and advice of Ihe^ stipendiary niagistrate), 
a'lid ' ' examine oiosely intiti the qiialifioations 
of each applicant for police situations. He 
should also watch the men under him, and 
be prepared at all hours, day or night, for 
service. With such a person at the head of 
the department, much good might be efle'it- 
ed ; but, as at present constituted, we very 
much fear things will go from bad to worse, 
until the very name of policeman will be- 
come a " byword and a reproach." 

We are sorry for the disgrace which has 
fallen upon the force during the past few 
mouths. 'Wa entertain respect for the sti- 
pendiary magistrate, and very much regret, 
for his sake, as well as for that of many of 
the members of the department, what has 
happened; but, whatever our private feel- 
ings may be, they will never prevent us firom 
laying bare to the publio gaze, the bad 
working, of any system. • We hope that a 
new regime will be inaugurated at once, in 
order to put an end to the popular distrust, 
and prevent the recurrence of felonies and 
misdemeanors on tlie part of the policemen.

The Poll oe Bepaxtment. 
After all that has transpired in the Police 
department within a short time, is there a 
sane person in the community who does not 
believe that a reform of some kind is need- 
ed ■? During the past three months wo have 
chronicled no less lhan five charges against 
members of tho Police force, and all of ihem 
of a serious iiatnre. The last " sensation'' 
item we puhli.shed was on Tiiesday last. It 
related to Ilie alleged wrong-doing of Chief 
of I'olicB Baylcy, in regard lo the provisions 
supplied the department. Whether the 
cliarges were true or false, hits not yet been 
announced ; although we believe an inves- 
ligaliiin has been going on fur several days 
past befoie Judge Pemberton, who, as sti- 
pendiary magistrate, has full control (or 
should have) of the department. 

We are free to admit that a large ma> 
jority of the men at present acting as police- 
men, would bo an ornament to any force; 
but the lact is undeiiiublu that black sheep 
have crept into the flock and left their 
maiks behind ihem. The consequence is, 
that the pood men left are generally looked 
upon with di.slrusl, and a certain amount of 
odium heems to have attached itself lo a 
body which filionld be, by rights, above sus- 
picion. Nor will it prove an ea.sy task to 
remove the dccp-roDteil prejudice wliich has 
seized upon tlie minds of our citizens. The 
members of the department themselves feel 
this— and feel it keenly; and are no doubt 
as well satisfied that a reform is neoessary, 
us any one else oan be. Time, and the fu- 
ture good behavior of the men at present on 
the force, will alone remove this prejudice. 

The greatest evil we believe at present 
existing in the depaitment, is the low sala- 
ries, When we state that the chief of po- 
lice only receives 845 per month; that Ihu 
Bcrgennts receive $30, and the patrolmen 820 
per month — does it seem etrnngu that a full 
forco of good men ciuiiiot always be procur- 
ed / In oriler lo induce persons of coirect 
princijiles to contiiiiie in a siiuation of ihe 
kiml, it IS necessary to jiay them at least 
inodi'iatidy well. Hut if, as wtt have heard 
uif^i'il, till' ;;<ivcrijnii!iil is niiablii to afloril a 
gi'i'itler leiiiniii'iiition at presunl, thiun is still 
aiiolliiT jilaii by wliiidi the iivii ini;^ht in a

An Intsresting Whisky AKfAiii. — The 
other evening, a gentleman residing near 
the. Blore and itleeping apartments of An- 
toine Fassovier, watchmakisr, on Govern- 
ment street, near Johnson, complained to 
officer Bliike that it was impossible for him 
to obtain a wink of sleep 'o nights, owing to 
the continual row going on in the latter'a 
room. The cflicer, night before last, went 
to the rear of Fassovier's premises, and 
mounting a small out-house, peered through 
a window into tho apartment. He there be- 
held the watchmaker, en dishabille, giving 
a s(juaw a drink from a suspicious-lookiiif^ 
black bottle. Tho ollicer dcscemleil from 
his elevated position, entered the hnu.se, and 
arrested Fassovier and Ihe squaw, and seized 
the bottle, which he found to contain liquor. 
Yesterday morning, the case was called in 
the Police Court, and H. P. P. Crease, Esq., 
appeared for the accused. Officer Blake 
testified to the facts as narrated above; and 
the squaw deposed to the giving of two 
glasses of whisky by the defendant. Mr. 
Crease called a Frenchman for the defence, 
who said ho was in bed at the time, and did 
not see any whisky given ; but his evidence 
tended to injure the accu.sed, inasmuch as 
he confessed to certain disreputable goings- 
on in the house, in which himself and Fa,s- 
sovier freely participated. The learned 
counsel, in addressing his honor in behalf 
of his client, claimed tliat the ofiicer had 
entered the house without a warrant — a 
course which he had no right lo pursue 
in making the arrest. Mr. Crease also 
attempted to palliate the disreputable prac- 
tices of the accused. His honor interrupted 
the learned counsel, and said he was aston- 
ished to hear a man of family attempt to 
excuse such abominable practices. Mr. 
Crease proceeded with his remarks ; but 
subsequently took occasion to deny that he 
had attempted to excuse the bad conduct on 
tho part of the accused ; he felt very much 
pained at his honor's remark. Judge Peir- 
borlon replied that he mutely wished to con- 
vey the idea that such remarks as the learn- 
ed counsel had used wore calculated, com- 
ing as they did from a mail of family, to 
create an impression on the minds of those 
present that like conduct was in a measure 
e.\cnsablt!. Mis honor then sentenced Fas- 
sovier to pay a fine of $,30, or suller impris- 
oninunl for two months ; and said timt if the 
ofiicer had committed a trespass in entering 
the house without a warrant, he was liable 
to. a oivil aolion ; but he could not take that 
fact into, consideration in hia court. The 
fine was paid' and the prisoner diaoharged 
from custody.

FiRK OVT or Water. — In France, M- 
Meudt has invBiiteil a coiilrivanoe fur ill e 
decomposilioii of water, and cumbiistion of 
the hyilropeii thus oblaineil. The apparatus 
consists of a small copper boiler, provided 
with B safeiy-valve and a pipe passing a 
tubulated bottle with two necks, pinoed 
near the boiler. From the second tiibula- 
ture another tube passes under the boiler; 
about two litres (nearly half a gallon) of 
water are poured into the latter and about 
half a litre of weak tar water into the tii- 
bulaled bottle. A spirit lamp beinj; appliuil 
to .he bciilt-r, the r^ti-ain lhii> •.-enerated peiie- 
irates into the boUfe, whore it yields its oxy- 
gen to the tar. by which o.\iili; of c.nrlioii is 
generated. The hydrogen of the sipiun l— 
lug thus set at liberty, accumulates in the 
bottle, and then passes through the second

but until the water in the boiler is exhai.'-ii- 
ed. All that has to be done in order to have 
a perpetual flume, is to keep up a supply 
of water, and al.so, when necessary, to re- 
new the tar> water.
